three months' imprisonment in
Death Valley. The new automobile
road from Darwin follows the.Jay-

Valley and over the Townsend Pass
into the heart of Death Valley at
Stove Pipe Wells.  This road s
known as the Eichbaum road and
is well graded and surfaced. Death
Valley extends ‘for 'more than a
hundred miles north and south,
surrounded by the Panamint and
Funeral Range mountains. Its
beauty lies in the ever-changing
lights, shifting from grays and lav-
enders to rose and golden glints,
At night a phosphorescent glow il-
luminates this vast valley and the
shifting sand dunes assume odd,
fantastic shapes. Stove Pipe Wells
